In general it must be stated that the supply position in almost all branches 
of industry is very poor. As regards metallurgical products, the existing 
bottlenecks, especially in rolled steel products, could be overcome by 
malcing the total half yearly allocations available as advance allocations 

to priority firms. 


As a result of raising the target figures for vehicle construction, a 
shortage of 25 tons of fine bar steel has arisen. 


In conneetion with the fulfilment of priority targets, particularly in the 
field of electric motors, the delivery by the Deutsche Nandels-Zentrale 

of agreed allocations is very inadequate. Thus the fulfilment of a Polish 
expert contract for vehicle lighting fuses is doubtful because of the lack 
of brass strip of the requisite size. Particular difficulties ave arising 
in exports as a result of the shortacc of cast iron. 


Because only 2 tons of the 120 tons of cast aluminum required for the 
ist quarter have been received, the filling of priority and export 
orders could not be ensured.
